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SECTION A SOURCE SUMMARY

This permit is based on information requested by the Indiana Department of Environmental Management
(IDEM), Office of Air Quality (OAQ) and the City of Indianapolis Office of Environmental Services (OES).
The information describing the source contained in conditions A.1 through A.3 is descriptive information and
does not constitute enforceable conditions. However, the Permittee should be aware that a physical change
or a change in the method of operation that may render this descriptive information obsolete or inaccurate
may trigger requirements for the Permittee to obtain additional permits or seek modification of this permit
pursuant to 326 IAC 2, or change other applicable requirements presented in the permit application.

This paint booth is located in the Truck and Forge Shop Building; the primary
function of this facility is truck painting.

(d) Paint booth identified as 071, constructed in May 2000, equipped with three (3) air
atomization spray guns or airless sprayguns, using dry filters as control, and exhausting to
stack So71. This paint booth is located in the Truck and Forge Shop Building; the primary
function of this facility is truck painting.

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SECTION B GENERAL CONDITIONS

B.1

Permit No Defense [IC 13]

Indiana statutes from IC 13 and rules from 326 IAC, quoted in conditions in this permit, are those
applicable at the time the permit was issued. The issuance or possession of this permit shall not
alone constitute a defense against an alleged violation of any law, regulation or standard, except for
the requirement to obtain a FESOP under 326 IAC 2-8.

B.2 Definitions [326 IAC 2-8-1]
Terms in this permit shall have the definition assigned to such terms in the referenced regulation.
In the absence of definitions in the referenced regulation, the applicable definitions found in the
statutes or regulations (IC 13-11, 326 IAC 1-2, and 326 IAC 2-7) shall prevail.
B.3 Permit Term [326 IAC 2-7-5(2)] [326 IAC 2-1.1-9.5]
This permit is issued for a fixed term of five (5) years from the issuance date of this permit, as
determined in accordance with IC 4-21.5-3-5(f) and IC 13-15-5-3. Subsequent revisions,
modifications, or amendments of this permit do not affect the expiration date.
B.4 Enforceability [326 IAC 2-8-6]
(a) Unless otherwise stated, all terms and conditions in this permit, including any provisions
designed to limit the source's potential to emit, are enforceable by IDEM and OES, the
United States Environmental Protection Agency (U.S. EPA) and by citizens in accordance
with the Clean Air Act.
(b) Unless otherwise stated, all terms and conditions in this permit that are local requirements,
including any provisions designed to limit the source's potential to emit, are enforceable by
OES.
B.5 Termination of Right to Operate [326 IAC 2-8-9] [326 IAC 2-8-3(h)]
The Permittee's right to operate this source terminates with the expiration of this permit unless a
timely and complete renewal application is submitted at least nine (9) months prior to the date of
expiration of the source’s existing permit, consistent with 326 IAC 2-8-3(h) and 326 IAC 2-8-9.
B.6 Severability [326 IAC 2-8-4(4)]
The provisions of this permit are severable; a determination that any portion of this permit is invalid
shall not affect the validity of the remainder of the permit.
B.7 Property Rights or Exclusive Privilege [326 IAC 2-8-4(5)(D)]
This permit does not convey any property rights of any sort, or any exclusive privilege.
B.8 Duty to Supplement and Provide Information [326 IAC 2-8-3(f)] [326 IAC 2-8-4(5)(E)]

The Permittee shall furnish to IDEM, OAQ, and OES within a reasonable time, any
information that IDEM, OAQ, and/or OES may request in writing to determine whether
cause exists for modifying, revoking and reissuing, or terminating this permit, or to
determine compliance with this permit. The submittal by the Permittee does require the
certification by the “authorized individual” as defined by 326 IAC 2-1.1-1(1). Uponrequest,
the Permittee shall also furnish to IDEM, OAQ and OES copies of records required to be
kept by this permit.

For information furnished by the Permittee to IDEM, OAQ, the Permittee may include a
claim of confidentiality in accordance with 326 IAC 17. When furnishing copies of
requested records directly to U. S. EPA, the Permittee may assert a claim of confidentiality
in accordance with 40 CFR 2, Subpart B.

B.9 Compliance Order Issuance [326 IAC 2-8-5(b)]

IDEM, OAQ and/or OES may issue a compliance order to this Permittee upon discovery that this

permit is in nonconformance with an applicable requirement. The order may require immediate

compliance or contain a schedule for expeditious compliance with the applicable requirement.

(a) The Permittee must comply with all conditions of this permit. Noncompliance with any

provisions of this permit is grounds for:

(c) An emergency does constitute an affirmative defense in an enforcement action provided
the Permittee complies with the applicable requirements set forth in Section B, Emergency
Provisions.

The Permittee shall implement the PMPs as necessary to ensure that failure to implement
a PMP does not cause or contribute to a violation of any limitation on emissions or potential
to emit.

A copy of the PMPs shall be submitted to IDEM, OAQ and/or OES upon request and within
areasonable time, and shall be subject to review and approval by IDEM, OAQ and/or OES.
IDEM, OAQ and/or OES may require the Permittee to revise its PMPs whenever lack of
proper maintenance causes or contributes to any violation. The PMP does not require the
certification by the “authorized individual” as defined by 326 IAC 2-1.1-1(1).

Records of preventive maintenance shall be retained for a period of at least five (5) years.
These records shall be kept at the source location for a minimum of three (3) years. The
records may be stored elsewhere for the remaining two (2) years as long as they are
available upon request. If the Commissioner or OES makes a request for records to the
Permittee, the Permittee shall furnish the records to the Commissioner and/or OES within
a reasonable time.

Grinding and machining operations controlled with fabric filters, scrubbers, mist collectors,
wet collectors and electrostatic precipitators with a design grain loading of less than or
equal to 0.03 grains per actual cubic foot and a gas flow rate less than or equal to 4000
actual cubic feet per minute, including the following: deburring; buffing; polishing; abrasive
blasting; pneumatic conveying; and woodworking operations; [326 IAC 6-3-2] [40 CFR 52,
Subpart P].

The potential to emit (as defined in 326 IAC 2-1.1-1(16)) of VOC is equal to or greater than
100 tons per year. Therefore, the source is subject to the provisions of 326 IAC 2-7.

The potential to emit (as defined in 326 IAC 2-1.1-1(16)) of any single HAP is equal to or
greater than ten (10) tons per year and the potential to emit (as defined in 326 IAC 2-1.1-
1(16)) of a combination HAPs is greater than or equal to twenty-five (25) tons per year.
Therefore, the source is subject to the provisions of 326 IAC 2-7.

Fugitive Emissions

Since this type of operation is not one of the listed source categories under 326 IAC 2-2-
1(w) and since there are no applicable New Source Performance Standards that were in
effect on August 7, 1980, the fugitive emissions are not counted toward determination of
PSD and Emission Offset applicability.

Potential to Emit After Issuance

The source, issued a FESOP on April 13, 1998, has opted to remain a FESOP source, rather than
apply for a Part 70 Operating Permit.

There are no New Source Performance Standards (326 IAC 12, 40 CFR Part 60) applicable
to this source. The NSPS [40 CFR Part 60, Subpart Kb] does not apply because all storage

vessels

have a capacity of less than 10,000 gallons. The NSPS [40 CFR Part 60, Subpart

MM] does not apply because the facility deals with locomotives, not automobiles or light

trucks.

There are no National Emission Standards for Hazardous Air Pollutants (NESHAPSs)(326
IAC 14 and 40 CFR Part 63) applicable to this source.

The cold degreasing operations are not subject to 40 CFR Part 63.460, Subpart T
(NESHAPs) (326 IAC 14 and 40 CFR Part 63) because the source does not
operate a batch vapor, in-line vapor, in-line cold, and batch cold solvent cleaning
machine.
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State Rule Applicability - Entire Source

326 IAC 1-5-2 (Emergency Reduction Plans)
The source has a federally enforceable potential to emit which restricts VOC emissions to less than
one hundred (100) tons per year, thus 326 IAC 1-5-2 does not apply.

326 IAC 1-6-3 (Preventative Maintenance Plan)
Pursuantto 326 IAC 1-6-1 and 326 IAC 1-6-3, a Preventative Maintenance Plan (PMP) should have
been developed for each facility that was formerly permitted as a registration level. Since this source
is regulated under 326 IAC 2-8 IDEM, OAQ and OES have established the following guidelines for
determining if a facility is required to develop a PMP:

Preventative Maintenance Plans (PMP) are required for all emitting units which emit PM,
S0,, or VOC with existing applicable requirements and;

(a) a NSPS or NESHAP applies; or

(b) the unit has a control device and allowable emissions exceed 10 pounds per hour;
or

(c) the unit does not have a control and actual emissions exceed 25 tons per year; or

(d) the unit would have been subject to an applicable requirement if there was not a

condition limiting the PTE

Based on IDEM, OAQ and OES review, a PMP is required for emission units 071 and 072 because
the units would have been subject to an applicable requirement (326 IAC 8-1-6) if there was not a
condition limiting PTE.

A PMP is not required for emission units 069 and 070 because the units have a control and
allowable emissions do not exceed 10 pounds per hour.

326 IAC 2-2-2 (Prevention of Significant Deterioration)
Since this source is not one of the twenty-eight (28) listed sources under 326 IAC 2-2-1(w) and the
source commenced construction prior to the applicability date of August 7, 1977, the source is not
applicable to the requirements of 326 IAC 2-2-2 (PSD). The potential emissions from the coating
operations are greater than major threshold levels, however actual VOC emissions have never
exceeded major threshold levels. The source has accepted limits such that the requirements of 326
IAC 2-2 and 40 CFR 52.21 (PSD) do not apply.

326 IAC 2-4.1 (Hazardous Air Pollutants)

The source is not subject to 326 IAC 2-4.1 because the plant was manufactured prior to the
applicability date of the rule (July 27, 1997) and the source is not a major source of hazardous air
pollutants, as defined in 40 CFR 63. The modification which occurred in 2000 did not in and of itself
have the potential to emit greater than ten (10) tons per year of any single HAP or twenty-five (25)
tons per year of any combination of HAPs. This modification did not cause source wide limited
potential to emit of an individual HAP or combination of HAPs to exceed the thresholds listed in 326
IAC 2-7-1(22), thus the source does not have major potential to emit for HAPs.

326 IAC 2-6 (Emission Reporting)
This source is subject to 326 IAC 2-6 (Emission Reporting), because the source is located in Marion
County and it has the potential to emit more than ten (10) tons per year of VOCs. Pursuant to this
rule, the owner/operator of the source must submit an emission statement for the source. The
statement must be received by April 15 of each year, in accordance with the compliance schedule
specified in 326 IAC 2-6 and contain the minimum requirement as specified in 326 IAC 2-6-4. The
submittal should cover the period defined in 326 IAC 2-6-2(8).

326 IAC 2-8-4 (FESOP)
(a) Pursuant to this rule, source wide emissions of VOC shall be limited to less than one
hundred (100) tons per year such that it does not fall within any of the categories listed in
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326 IAC 2-7-2(a) and that assure compliance with all applicable requirements at the time
of FESOP issuance.

(b) Pursuant to this rule, source wide emissions of HAPs shall be limited to less than ten (10)
tons per year of any single HAP or twenty-five (25) tons per year of any combination of
HAPs such that it does not fall within any of the categories listed in 326 IAC 2-7-2(a) and
that assures compliance with all applicable requirements at the time of FESOP issuance.
Limiting source wide emissions of VOCs will limit the potential to emit of an individual HAP
or combination of HAPs to below major thresholds. Therefore, the source will not fall within
any the categories listed in 326 IAC 2-7-2(a) and will comply with all applicable
requirements at the time of the FESOP issuance.

326 IAC 5-1 (Opacity Limitations)
Pursuant to 326 IAC 5-1-2 (Opacity Limitations), except as provided in 326 IAC 5-1-3 (Temporary
Alternative Opacity Limitations), the source is subject to this rule because the source is located in
Marion County, except for the area of Washington Township east of Fall Creek and the area of
Franklin Township south of Thompson Road and east of Five Points Road. Thus, opacity shall meet
the following, unless otherwise stated in this permit:

(a) Opacity shall not exceed an average of thirty percent (30%) any one (1) six (6) minute
averaging period as determined in 326 IAC 5-1-4. Compliance with 40 CFR Part 60.90,
Subpart | satisfies the requirement for 326 IAC 5-1-4.

(b) Opacity shall not exceed sixty percent (60%) for more than a cumulative total of fifteen (15)
minutes (sixty (60) readings as measured according to 40 CFR 60, Appendix A, Method 9
or fifteen (15) one (1) minute nonoverlapping integrated averages for a continuous opacity
monitor) in a six (6) hour period.

326 IAC 6-1-2 (Particulate Matter)
Pursuant to 326 IAC 6-1-2, the source is not subject to this rule because the source does not have
the potential to emit one hundred (100) tons or more of particulate matter per year or have actual
emissions of ten (10) tons or more of particulate matter per year.

State Rule Applicability - Individual Facilities
Paint Booths

326 IAC 6-1-2 (Particulate Matter)
Pursuantto 326 IAC 6-1-2,069, 070, 071, and 072 are not subject to this rule because each emitting
unit does not have the potential to emit one hundred (100) tons or more of particulate matter per
year or have actual emissions of ten (10) tons or more of particulate matter per year.

40 CFR 52, Subpart P (Particulate)
Pursuant to F097-7948-00014, issued on April 13, 1998 and [40 CFR 52, Subpart P], the particulate
matter (PM) from the four (4) paint booths (069, 070, 071, and 072) shall be limited by the following:

Interpolation of the data for the process weight rate up to sixty thousand (60,000) pounds per hour
shall be accomplished by use of the equation:

E =4.10 P°¢ where E = rate of emission in pounds per hour; and
P = process weight rate in tons per hour

326 IAC 6-3-2 (Process Operations)
Pursuant to F097-7948-00014, issued on April 13, 1998 and 326 IAC 6-3-2(d), particulate from the
four (4) paint booths (069, 070, 071, and 072) shall be controlled by dry particulate filters, and the
Permittee shall operate the control device in accordance with manufacturer’s specifications.
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326 IAC 8-1-6 (New Facilities, General Reduction Requirements)
Pursuantto 326 IAC 8-1-6 (New facilities; general reduction requirements), two (2) of the individually
parallel paint booths (emission units 071 and 072) are subject to this rule based on the following:

(1) there are no other applicable rules under Article 8,
(2) each paint booth has potential VOC emissions in excess of 25 tons per year, and
(3) each paint booth was constructed after January 1, 1980.

The potential VOC emissions for individually parallel emission units 071 and 072 has been
restricted to less than 25.0 tons per emission unit per twelve (12) consecutive month period with
compliance determined at the end of each month.

Pursuant to 326 IAC 8-1-6, this rule shall not apply to emission units 069 and 070 because each
paint booth was constructed prior to January 1, 1980.

326 IAC 8-2-2 (Automobile and Light Duty Truck Coating Operations)
The source is not subject to 326 IAC 8-2-2 because the source deals with locomotives, not
automobiles and light trucks.

326 IAC 8-2-9
The source is not subject to 326 IAC 8-2-9 because the source SIC code (4011, railroad
transportation) is not one of the industrial categories applicable to this rule.

Degreaser

326 IAC 8-3-2 (Cold Cleaner Operation)
The source is subject to 326 IAC 8-3-2 because the source is located in Marion County, performs
organic solvent degreasing operations which existed prior to January 1, 1980, and has the potential
source wide VOC emissions of greater than one hundred (100) tons per year. This regulation applies
the degreasing operation. The source shall ensure that the control equipment requirements
contained within 326 IAC 8-3-2 are met.

326 IAC 8-3-5 (Cold Cleaner Degreaser Operation and Control)
The source is subject to 326 IAC 8-3-5 because the source is located in Marion County, performs
organic solvent degreasing operations which existed prior to January 1, 1980, and has the potential
VOC emissions of greater than one hundred (100) tons per year. This regulation applies the
degreasing operation. The source shall ensure that the control equipment requirements contained
within 326 IAC 8-3-5 are met.

Grinding and Machining Operations

326 IAC 6-3-2 (Particulate Emission Limitations)
Pursuant to 326 IAC 6-3-2(e)(2), the allowable particulate emissions rate from the grinding and
machining operations, which has a maximum process weight rate less than 100 pounds per hour
and the methods in 326 IAC 6-3-2(b) through (d) do not apply, shall not exceed 0.551 pounds per
hour. This condition is not federally enforceable.
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Combustion Sources

326 IAC 6-2-1 (Particulate Emission Limitations for Sources of Indirect Heating)
The source is not subject to 326 IAC 6-2-1 because the heating units operated by the source are
not boilers.

Compliance Requirements

Permits issued under 326 IAC 2-8 are required to ensure that sources can demonstrate compliance
with applicable state and federal rules on a more or less continuous basis. All state and federal
rules contain compliance provisions, however, these provisions do not always fulfill the requirement
for a more or less continuous demonstration. When this occurs IDEM, OAQ, in conjunction with the
source, must develop specific conditions to satisfy 326 IAC 2-8-4. As a result, compliance
requirements are divided into two sections: Compliance Determination Requirements and
Compliance Monitoring Requirements.

Compliance Determination Requirements in Section D of the permit are those conditions that are
found more or less directly within state and federal rules and the violation of which serves as
grounds for enforcement action. If these conditions are not sufficient to demonstrate continuous
compliance, they will be supplemented with Compliance Monitoring Requirements, also Section D
of the permit. Unlike Compliance Determination Requirements, failure to meet Compliance
Monitoring conditions would serve as a trigger for corrective actions and not grounds for
enforcement action. However, a violation in relation to a compliance monitoring condition will arise
through a source’s failure to take the appropriate corrective actions within a specific time period.

All compliance requirements from previous approvals were incorporated into this FESOP. The
compliance monitoring requirements applicable to this source are as follows:

(1) The four (4) Paint Booths (069, 070, 071, and 072)) have applicable compliance monitoring
conditions as specified below:

(a) Daily inspections shall be performed to verify the placement, integrity and particle
loading of the filters. To monitor the performance of the dry filters, weekly
observations shall be made of the overspray from the surface coating booth stacks
(Soses So70: So74» @and Sy,) while one or more of the booths are in operation. The
Compliance Response Plan shall be followed whenever a condition exists which
should resultin a response step. Failure to take response steps in accordance with
Section C - Compliance Response Plan -Preparation, Implementation, Records,
and Reports, shall be considered a violation of this permit.

(b) Monthly inspections shall be performed of the coating emissions from the stack and
the presence of overspray on the rooftops and the nearby ground. The Compliance
Response Plan for this unit shall contain troubleshooting contingency and response
steps for when a noticeable change in overspray emission, or evidence of
overspray emission is observed. The Compliance Response Plan shall be followed
whenever a condition exists which should resultin a response step. Failure to take
response steps in accordance with Section C - Compliance Response Plan -
Preparation, Implementation, Records, and Reports, shall be considered a violation
of this permit.

(c) Additional inspections and preventive measures shall be performed as prescribed
in the Preventive Maintenance Plan.
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These monitoring conditions are necessary in order to ensure compliance with 326 IAC 2-8
(FESOP) and 326 IAC 6-3, and avoid becoming a major PSD source under 326 IAC 2-2.

Conclusion

The operation of trim shop and rail car painting operation for reconditioned locomotives and
passenger cars shall be subject to the conditions of the attached proposed FESOP Renewal No.:
F097-16211-00014.
